Second Experience 


Mrs. Murray Guthrie represented my 
second rience on Friday. She is a 
sister of Sir John Leslie, and although she 
lives on that wonderful Island of Mull, 
she is terrifically proud of the fact that 
she is Irish. But it was out of the Scottish 
tie that I got the most interesting part of 
my second experience of these interesting 
Leslies. Mrs. Murray Guthrie is only 
now recovering from the terrible ordeal of 
that gale on the West Coast of Scotland, 
in which the Latvian ship was lost about 
three weeks ago. It was the worst gale 
she ever experienced, except in the Tropics. 
She lost about 4,000 larch and Scottish 
fir trees in the demesne of Torrosay Castle, 
her home on Mull. Besides that she was 
cut off for three days from the mainland. 
Her late husband, who represented Bow 
and Bromley in the House of Commons. 
was a Fifeshire man; but Mr. Murray 
‘Guthrie owned Duart Castle, on Mull, 
before it became the property of the 
Maclean Chieftain. During his lifetime 
he devoted a great deal of thought and 
money on the gardens at Torrosay, which 
were laid out by a French gardener. These 
gardens are now famous, and were of par- 
ticular interest to the King of Greece, who 
was often a visitor at Torrosay.

Guthrie is an interesting woman. It has 
always been her particular ambition to 
support the Celtic revival. She has sur- 
rounded herself with everything Celtic, 
and has read every Irish author’s work 
that has ever en published.

For my own part, I know of no 
flavour in the whole range of the 
culinary art which can compare with the 
sensation conveyed to a healthy HEA 
by that supreme product of the k- 
berry—bramble jelly.

The webs of the Ei“ spider are 
faithful indicators of the temperature of 
the air. In the warm summer mornin 
they are to be seen floating upward as the 
sun rises, We are all familiar with the 
dew-spangled veils adorning every bush 
and blade of grass on a May morning as 
they wait for a favourable breeze to carry 
them forth on the adventures of the day. 
The web of the gossamer spider is so fine 
that it is practically invisible unless the 
sun is shining upon it, and so delicate 
is ita texture that it is scarcely discernible 
to the casual touch. One particularly 
fine afternoon recently I noticed that 
wherever the sun shone on the well-cut 
grass of a golf links the rays were 
brilliantly reflected, almost as if the sun 
was shining on water. For a time I could 
find no explanation for the seemi 
phenomenon, but closer scrutiny reveal 
the fact that the entire links were com- 
nar 1 covered with gossamer webs, which 
ad doubtless fallen to the ground at the 
slight hint of frost in the atmosphere, I 
stopped to touch them, only to find that 
they had become invisible.

There can be no direct fight between 
Germany and Russia, therefore, without 
the overrunning by one side or the other 
of one of these smaller States. Poland, 
for some time past, has been im an ex- 
ceedingly awkward position. For many 
years after the war she had an entente, 
if not a definite alliance, with the French. 
believing, as most other people believed 
at that time, that Germany’s star had set 
for a century, and that, in the meanwhile, 
friendship with France would be the safest 
bet. Then came Adolf Hitler. He had 
made it perfectly clear, both before and 
after his accession to power that one of 
his aims would be to get rid of the Polish 
corridor—that is to say, to restore to the 
German Reich that territory—or most of 
it—ineluding the Free City of Danzig, 
which she had lost in the North-East as a 
result of her defeat in 1918. This prospect 
caused a remarkable change of — in 
Poland. Just as in pre-war days Italy 
made an alliance with Austria because she 
was terrified of the Dual Monarchy, 
which she hated, so the Poles decided, 
* not unwisely, that they had been 

ing the wrong horse, and that tho 
sooner they could get on good terms with 
Herr Hitler the better it would be for 
themselves.

NEW REGULATIONS IN 
FORCE 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


New regulations under the unemployment 
assistance scheme governing the means 
test came into operation in Northern 
Ireland to-day. The regulations are similar 
to those adopted in Great Britain, and con- 
stitute the basis on which assistance will be 
iven to all unemployed and needy able- 

ied persons between the ages of 16 and 

65 who are outside the scope of the 
regular unemployment scheme ot exhausted 
their benefit. 

Between 18,000 and 19,000 people in the 
North are receiving unemployment assistance, 
and, of these, some 12,000 are in Belfast and 
district. Under the new regulation many of 
the scale rates of allowances have n 
increased, while, in addition, there will be 
no longer any reduction im the aggregate 
scale allowance of households of more than 
five members. 

The second group of changes relates to the 
payment of rent, and a wide discretion is 
given to increase the allowance where the 
rent actually paid is more than a quarter 
of the scale rate, and, on the other hand, to 
waive reductions where the rent paid is less 
than a quarter. 

Another alteration deals with the method 
of calculating how much of the resources of 
an applicant's household may be taken into 
account in assessing what amount an 
applicant should receive from public funds, 

he changes also increase the amount of 
the earnings of individual members of house- 
holds that are to be treated as available for 


maintenance of the common household, The 
circle is also to be reduced of members of 
the household who are to be regarded as 
contributing substantially to its support. 

The additional cost of applying the new 
regulations in Northern Ireland is estimated 
to amount to £22,000 a year, rising, possibly, 
to £29,000 a year after the second appointed 
day on April 1 next, when the responsibility 
for all persons within the scope of the un- 
employment assistance scheme will be taken 
from the shoulders of local authorities and

THREE DOCTORS ASSIST 
CORONER 


Three doctors assisted the South Dorset 
Coroner, Major G. G. H. Symes, to arrive 
at the cause of death of Herbert Huskinson, 
& leading stoker of H.M.8. Cairo, who was 
found dead ir the engine cabin of the Com- 
modore’s barge while the boat was lying 
alongside the pier at Pordland.

Charles, reported that an analysis showed 
that the man had taken at least ten ounces 
of whisky or five pinte of peer, and was, in 
fact, in a state of intoxication. He was of 
opinion that in the small cabin, with the 
petrol engine running and the ventilators 
closed, a state of alcoholic coma might be 
produced. 

A naval surgeon supported this opinion, 
and added that there was slight congestion 
in the lungs and brain showing a slight 
asphyxiation. 

Coroner found that death was due to 
comato-asphyxia, and returned a verdict of 
misadventure.

The battle which ended to-day follows 
an attack last Wednesday, when the 
combined Manchukuan and Mongol troops 
were reported to have attacked the Chinese 
forces under the command of General Fu | 
So-Yi. Then the Chinese claimed that the 
attackers were driven off with losses. 
At the same time, it was reported that 
some 30,000 Manchukuans and Mongols, 
accompanied by aeroplanes, tanks and 
armoured cars, were massing in Chahar 
and Northern Suiyuan, preparatory to a 
drive to the South and West. 


MISSIONARIES IN DANGER 


The Foreign Office of the Nanking 
Government has already advised the 
representatives of foreign Powers to 
evacuate their nationals cá! the whole 
of inner Mongolia and the adjoining 
provinces. 

The area has also been temporarily 
closed to foreign travellers in view of the 
military operations. 

About 150 missionaries, including many 
British and Americans, are stationed in 
the area affected. 

Chinese political circles interpret the 
events as an attempt to carve another slice 
out of Chinese territory, in pursuance of 
Japan’s plan to create an anti-Soviet buffer 
zone on the Northern frontier.

In a letter to the secretary Mr. J. J.

fronting motor vehicular traffic fell under 
the headings of parking, traffic ‘‘jams,”’ 
side-street and by-road traffic, and 
cyclista. AA 

In the matter oí parking the capacity 
of the central streets was already satis- 
fied, and every year they became more. 
and more congested. He recalled that as 
a solution of the problem he had advo- 
cated the closing in of the Liffey, above 
and below O'Connell apres and, ulti- 
mately, on the western side, as far as 
Kingsbridge. Not only would the initial 
stage from Butt Bridge to the Metal 
Bridge give immense and central parking 
space, hut it would afford the basis of a 
magnificent boulevard through the heart 
of the city to the Phenix Park. 


TRINITY COLLEGE 
FRONTAGE 


The north-south traffic congestion at 
College Green would be somewhat re- 
lieved when the proposed artery was 
made via the Metal Bridge, but it had 
always amazed him that a big open space 
attached to Trinity College, and of little 
value to the citizens generally, should be 
left undisturbed in the way of cross- 
town roads, while the citizens suffered. 
Why should Trinity College have favoured 
treatment of this kind? he asked. By 
means of a utilisation of these grounds 
congestion at the Bank would be re 
moved at once. 

In regard to cyclists, he was of the 
opinion that they should not be allowed 
to cycle two-deep on the city streets or 
on the main roads of the country.

He suggested that 
a tunnel should be constructed under 
College Green and Westmoreland street 
for one-way traffic to relieve congestion in 
College Green. 

Mr. J. Monaghan, who on several occa- 
sions was ruled out of order by the Chair- 
man, said that there was no necessity for 
new legislation. There was ample legisla- 
tion on the Statute Books if the authorities 
would carry it out. 

He submitted a memorandum of ten 
proposals, including the suggested appoint- 
ment of a traffic controller, on whom would 
devolve the powers and duties of Chief 
Commissioner of the Police. 

Reference was made also to the diversity 
of the magisterial attitudes towards traffic 
offences. He also suggested a speed limit 
of ten miles per hour within ten miles 
of the centre of the city, and the closing 
of roads frequented by young children to 
vehicular traffic. ; 

The Chairman ruled the memorandum 
out or order, as, he said, it was asking 
them to criticise the law and the police 
generally.

The explosion was caused by fire which 
broke out in one of the buildings. While 
workmen were trying to extinguish the 
flames, explosions occurred. in the factory, 
where tonite and gunpowder were stored. 


MANAGER KILLED 


One of the victims is M. Larroque, the 
manager of the powder works, which is 
the largest one in France and extends over 
a distance of about five miles. Two 
engineers were also killed, as well as all 
the foremen in the building where the 
explosion occurred, 

The violence of the explosion is demon- 
strated by the fact that the roof of the 
offices of the works, which are two miles 
away from the scene of the disaster, was 
ripped off. 

A cordon of troops has been drawn 
round the powder works to prevent 
journalists and photographers from 
approaching. Three bodies could, how- 
ever, be plainly seen, stripped of clothing 
by the force of the explosion. One of 
them had been decapitated. Two others 
had been hurled a distance of 300 yards 
They also had been stripped naked. 

The clock at the entrance to the works 
survived the explosion. It still shows the 
time as 4.43 p.m.—the time of the ex- 
plosion. 

The casualty list was higher than it 
would normally have been had the ex- 
plosion occurred without warning. Mem 
bers of the management, the factory fire 
brigade, and other helpers, were all on the 
spot fighting the flames, and thereby con- 
siderably increasing the normal comple 
ment. 


BLOWN TO PIECES 


The fire engine was blown to pieces. 

At first the rescue workers had to search 
the wreckage with pocket electric torches, 
but searchlights have now been rushed to 
the scene from Istres and Berre. 

An urgent telegram was sent to the War I 
Ministry for help, and troops from these 
centres and the garrison from Aix-en- 
Provence are helping with the rescue work, 
while doctors and chemists from the whole 
region have heen pressed into service.

There is no likelihood that the new 
Constitution Bill will be introduced in the 
Dail this week. To-morrow the Courts of 
Justice Bill will be taken on the report 
stage and the committee stage of the Liffey 
Bill. Ten amendments to the latter 
measure have been tabled by The 
O’Mahony and Mr. H. M. Dockrell. One 
of Mr. Dockrell’s amendments is designed 
to preserve the flow of water in the Liffey 
during the period from the Ist April to 
50th September at a level not less than 
the ascertained average of the last five 
years. Others are intenued to protect the 
fisheries. 

The O’Mahony proposes that where the 
operations of the Act interfere with the 
water supply to any lands it shall be the 
duty of the Board to provide an alterna- 
tive supply; that where the operation of 
the Act deprives any rson of employ- 
ment, such person shall be compensated ; 
and that in case of land being taken com- 
pulsorily, the price to be paid shall be 
the sum which a willing seller might have 
expected to get in the open market during 
the years 1928-30, plus 50 per cent. for 
disturbance.

MAN’S JUMP FOR LIFE 


Two women lost their lives in a fire at a 
house in Belgrave road, St. John’s Wood, 
London, early yesterday. They were Miss 
Sweichter and Mrs. Elsie Hillier. 

Mr. Hillier received injuries m jumping 
from a window, and is detained in St. John 
and Elizabeth Hospital. Miss Sweichter died 
as the result of suffocation.

IR JOHN SIMON (Home Secretary) to- 
. day moved the second reading o the 
Public Order Bill, which is designed to 
epee it the wearing of uniforms in public 
or political purposes. He said that the situa: 
tion in regard to the evils which the bill 
sought to remove had deteriorated during the 
last few months, and the matter had become 
one of great urgency. Since the War, de- 
velopments in Europe had tended to let loose 
extremist doctrines—whether to the Right or 
to the Left did not matter. In their appli- 
cation, these extremist doctrines had their 
special quality—they were extremist doctrines 
which were essentially intolerant. The adberents 
of these doctrines denied the rights of others 
to hold different opinions, and in the meantime 
they were ready, if not at least to display 
force, to spread their particular views. The 
grand characteristic of British political life 
was its tolerance, and all the things whien 
we pri were based on the conceptions of 
political and civil tolerance. i 

There was abundant evidence that in many 
areas there was & serious public nuisance to 
be dealt in the growth of groups—trained 
groups very often—sometimes in uniforms, 
sometimes carrying weapons—who by their 
overbearing and insulting behaviour and orga- 
nised — ; were — to under- 
mine essential British liberties. He asked the 
House to deal with the matter now before it 
developed into something more serious and 
more difficult to deal with. He asked that 
it should be dealt with in the characteristi¢ 
British way, not only by giving power to-the 
Administration to make Orders-in-Coundil, 
but by laying down in statutory form, as the 
result of the co-operative work of the House 
of Commons, the rules which ought to apply, 
while leaving breaches of the law to be dealt 
with by the Courts. 

It was the unanimous view of the. chiefs 
of police in the areas principally. affected 
that the wearing of political uniforms was a 
source of special provocation.

MAIN PROVISIONS 


Describing the provisions of the bill, he 
said that Clause 1 was directed only to the 
wearing in public of political uniforms. It 
excluded such uniforms as were worn by the 
Salvation Army, the Boy Scouts, the Church 
Lads’ Brigades, hospital nurses, and the 
Corps of Commissionaires. He had not at- 
tempted to define the word “ uniforms in 
the bill—that was a perfectly well known 
English word, and the requisite interpreta- 
tion would be put upon it by the magis- 
trates.

The main purpose of Clause 2 was to brin 
to an end organisations which existed an 
were equipped for the purpose of enabling 
them to usurp the functions of the police, 
or of the armed forces of the Crown. That 
danger might not be very great, but it 
behoved them now to lay down principles on 
which they meant to stand. 

The foundation of all orderly government 
in this country was that the instruments of 
force should be those of properly-constituted 
authority. 

In regard to the clause relating to pro- 
cessions, he said that it was not intended 
to impose a general prohibition. They had 
put in the bill, in fairly plain English, what 
they thought ought to be the power to con- 
trol the route of a procession. In London 
that power had always rested with the police. 
In the provinces it rested with the local 
authorities, but it practice it had been exer- 
eised by the police.

DAMACES AGAINST A

Judgment was delivered by Mr. Justice 
Porter in the King's Bench Division, London, 
yesterday in the action in which Miss Peggy 
Crawford, a film actress, claimed damages 
from Criterion Film Productions, Lid., of 
London, and Mr, Gunther Krampe, a camera 
man. 

Miss Crawford, who is 26 and the wife of 
Mr. Kennedy Russell, of Hendon, was one 


“The Amateur Gentleman.” She alleged 
that her eyes were injured by the studio 
lights. 

The film company denied negligence or 
breach of duty, and Mr. Krampe pleaded 
that he had no control of the lights. 

Mr. Justice Porter said that the lights 
used for the ballroom scene were brilliant, 
and their brilliance was intensified by re- 
flection from the highly-polished floor of the 
ballroom. 

“I do not find,” said his lordship, “ that 
the lights were kept on for an unreasonably 
long time, or that the cefendants or their 
servants were negligent in that respect. Un- 
doubtedly, Miss Crawford did suffer, at any 
rate temporarily, from severe burning of her 
eyes, and 1 find that injury was caused te 
er. 

“I accept the defendants’ evidence that 
the lighting, though brilliant, was not 
brighter than that at times used in ballroom 
scenes.
